Claims 24-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Donkin. 

Donkin discloses a dual structure bearing housing assembly comprising a first housing 
portion 42, a second housing portion 46 configured to be slidably joined to the first housing 
portion and configured to receive a bearing, and at least one key 44 configured to couple the first 
housing portion and the second housing portion. The first housing portion 42 comprises at least 
one first guide recess 56 formed in a longitudinal direction along an inner surface of the first 
housing. The second housing 46 further includes at least one second guide recess 58 formed in a 
longitudinal direction along an outer surface of the second housing portion. The number of first 
guide recesses and the number of second guide recesses is the same, with each first guide recess 
facing a corresponding second guide recess. The key 44 is configured to be mounted in one of 
the first and second guide recesses, and slidably inserts into the other, and the second housing 
portion is further configured to slide in the longitudinal direction within the first housing portion 
in response to a longitudinal force applied to the second housing portion. 

Claims 1-23 are allowed.
